It is
said (hat & gang of negroes attacked a few white
ten in the publie equare, but that the latter were
soon reivforced, and drove the megroes out into
the woods, The negroes threatened to bura the
town, but, says the dispatch, a vigilant watch was
kept, and all their attempts failled. Beveral blacks
were arrested nnd impriscoed, and some were
severely punished; s Vigilance Committee was
formed; everybody armed himself; and finally the
excitement was subsiding.

The very fuet that we have n
country extending through distant parallels of lati-
tude, giving variety of climate and produetion, that
a portion ia ecean washed and abounds in safe
bavene, while other portions lie far inland, or are
debarred from maritime development by shoal
waters and shifting sands, i= enongh to account for
various and autagenistic interests, When we add
to this the great fact of onr national life and his-
fory, tiat one portion is covered with free laborers,
and spother portion occupied by a degraded and
servile race, we find elements ipevitably hostile,
wlways clasbing; s confliot ** irrepressible.”

For any one part of 3 great coustry thus sitnated
snd circumstanced, to enunciate in the midet of
that eountty's career, with legislation of every sort,
bound up in the volumes of its stasutes, holding
each portion Lo certuin dubics and prespoasibilities,

obligatioos: for aoy part of such a country, to an-
dertake to cxpress the exigencies of ifs rational
wants in the simple formula, ** all we wan' is to be
o let slove,” discloses & lack of compreh. naion of
ita cordition and relations, not at all erel table to
the intelligenee of its utterers or ita indoreers,
whether in the first or second degree.

Yot we have the requirement thrust upon oar
attention ar o demand of the simplest and most
modest pature. Now we beg to obeerve that the
Soutbern end of this Confederacy has been doiy
something of vast consequence to ita interests ever
since it became o part of the Union. [t did soms
thing vitally affectiog the whole public weal, when
it took Texas and brought on the war with Mexico,
in order to get territory on whieh to apread Slavery.
It did something of unususl wignificance when it
insisted upon throwing down every barrier to the
spread of Slavery into all the Territories. It did
sometbing of very especial moment when it no-
dertook to put down free labor by violenee in Kan-
sns, and substitute the servile system.
